Plans Made to Screen Ful- 


ton Road Unit With 


Hedge or Vine* 


A prolific source of mo- 


squitoes was believed removed 
from the southwest quarter of 
the city last week-end when 
the city government complet- 
ed the overhauling of the mu- 
nicipal septic tank. 


A crew of laborers costing the city 


J500 spent three weeks removing earth 
which had come in through loose 
joints in the sewerage system, and 
nearly filled the big concrete tank 
just off the Spring Hill highway in- 
side the city limits. 


Manager George Sandefur, of the 


water and light plant, reported that 
the accumulation of earth had parti- 
ally blocked chemical action in the 
septic tank, and when the laborers re- 
moved the manhole covers from the 
tank swarms of mosquitoes appeared. 


Hereafter, he said, the city plans to 


overhaul this part of the sewerage 
system at regular intervals. 


Although the public generally sup- 


poses the septic tank is located west 
of the city on the Fulton paved high- 
way, 
this is not the fact. The tank is 


on the Spring Hill road, where solids 
are settled out, and Water is conveyed 
through a pipeline to the filter-bed on 
the Fulton road, where it is purified 
before being released into the creeks 
draining into Red river. 


The filter-bed on the Fulton road, 


however,-is more ot a,nuisance as re- 
gards odors, than the septic tankfand 
a plan is under way to at least hide 
the filter-bed from the sight of tour- 
ists by erecting a screen of hedge or 
creeping vines between it and the Ful- 
ton highway.

LITTLE , ROCK—(/P)—Appointment 


of attorneys for insolvent banks or 
building and loan associations in Ar- 
kansas hereafter will be made by the 
attorney general instead of the State 
Banking Department, it was indicated 
Monday when Chancellor Dodge sign- 
ed an order confirming the appoint- 
ment by Attorney 
General Hal L. 


Norwood of J. H. Carmichael as at- 
torney for the liquidating agent of the 
American Exchange Trust Company. 


Mr. Carmichael has been chairman 


of the Depositors Committee of the in- 
stitution. 


Chancellor Dodge last week wrote to 


Mr. Norwood advising him that a va- 
cancy as attorney for the American 
Exchange liquidator had existed since 
the resignation of Sam Rorex in June, 
and he recommended appointment of 
Mr, Carmichael. Judge Dodge called 
attention to a section of Act 14 of 
1933, which provides that the attorneys 
shall be appointed by the attorney 
general, subject lo Ihe approval of the 
Chancery Court of the county in which 
the insolvent institution is located. 


For several weeks after the Rorex 


resignalion, legal affairs of the Amer- 
ican Exchange liquidator were han- 
dled by the firm of Triebcr Si Lasley, 
attorneys for the 
Banking Depart- 


ment. 


About three months ago, DuVal L. 


Purkins, former secretary to Governor 
Futrell, who opened a law office in 
Little Rock soon after he resigned as 
the governor's secretary, was appoint- 
ed attorney for the bank by the Bank- 
ing Department. 


The appointment wus never approv- 


ed by Judge Dodge. The last quarter- 
ly report filed in Chancery Court by 
Sam J. 
Wilson, liquidating agent, 


showed otie payment to Mr. Purkins 
of $150 for 15 days' work. 


Mr. Purkins said he had received 


two months' salary, or $600 from Ihe 
bank, bul lhat when Judge Dodge 
questioned his appointment, he asked 
Mr. Wilson to make no further pay- 
ments until tlie mailer was seltled. 
He said lhal "il is purely a mailer be- 
Iween Judge Dodge and Mr. Wasson," 
and thai he was involved "only inci- 
dentally."

VIENNA, Austria — ,</P) — United 


States Minister Earle issued a warn- 
ing here Tuesday that American sym- 
pathy for .Austria would be;.,unmed-- 
iately forfeited if this country gO«S 
anti-Semitic. 


While Austria thus far has resisted 


Gearman Nazi propaganda,, with the 
aid of the conservative Chancellor 
Dolfuss, fears are expressed that ul- 
timately she will be driven into an- 
nexation by Germany. 


Austro-German unity is a dream of 


many years standing, Teutonic blood 
being an important 
strain among 


Austrian peoples. Amalgamation was 
talked in the days. of the German 
Bismarck, and was revived after the 
defeat of the Central Powers in the 
great war. 


When Austria, threatened with in- 


ternational chaos after the war, ap- 
peared likely to join Germany, it was 
Italy and France and Great Britain 
who helped finance a stable govern- 
ment, now headed by Chancellor Dol- 
fuss. 


But union 'with Germany still ap- 


pears the most likely thing should the 
Dolfuss government fail, and union 
under present conditions would mean 
embracing of the German Nazis' creed, 
including persecution of the Jews.

CONWAY, Ark—The Byrd Anarctic 


Expeditions, the latest of which is 
now preparing for departure from 
Norfolk., Va., have a special interest 
for Hendrix college because of the in- 
timate connections of an alumnus, a 
freshman's father, and another's dis- 
tant relative. 


Dr. Guy Shirey of Texarkana, ex- 


1910, and Kenneth Railey of New 
York, now .a freshman at Hendrix, 
are both, either'personally or through 
close relationship intimately connect- 
ed with the Byrd polar expeditions. 
Another freslunan, Bobby Shirey' of 
Camden, is distantly related to Dr. 
Shirey. 


Kenneth Railey is the son of Capt. 


H. H. Railey of New York, business 
manager of Admiral Byrd's successful 
attempt to reach the south pole in 
1929. 
Captain Railey is now director 


of the American League of Nations 
Association and recently returned to 
New York from the league confer- 
ences in Geneva, Switzerland. The 
possibility of his appointment as rep- 
resentative from this country in the 
event of the entrance of the United 
States into the League has been the 
subject of a recent news syndicate re. 
lease. Besides being 
the 
business 


manager of Admiral Byrd's polar 
flight, Captain Railey also managed 
the first flight of Amelia Earhart, the 
Wilkins' polar expedition, and the un- 
successful transatlantic flight of Ruth 
Nichols. Mrs. Railey was formerly 
Miss Julia Houston of Pine Bluff. She 
has the distinction of being the found- 
er of the boys' industrial home at 
Pine Bluff, and the author of a popu- 
lar book, "Showdown." 


Dr. Guy Shirey of Texarkana, who 


is second in command on the newest 
Byrd expedition, attended Mendrix 
i'rom 1907 to 1910, and later was grad- 
uated from the University of Ten- 
nessee 
medical 
school. Since that 


time he has led an adventurous life, 
especially during the World war, when 
he was forced to serve in the German 
army until his release was secured 
with Ihe aid of a congressman. After 
his release lu; entered the war with 
the first Texas expedition as a lieu- 
tenant and returned a major-general. 


WASHINGTON — Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Woodin 
came within a hair of making 
"an important announcement" 
Monday. 


He was prevented only because it 


was such a banner day for the admin- 
istration, with all the money and com- 
modity markets behaving as the New 
Dealers thought they ought, and it 
would have been to bad, Mr. Woodin 
figured, to upset things with his "im- 
portant announcement." 


So he put it off until the end of the 


week. The secret, will be that Mr 
Woodin is resigning. 


,Mr- Woodin has been angling for 
several months for a good opportuni- 
ty to resign. His health has been such 
that he cannot continue to bear the 
burdens of being secretary of the 
Treasury, unless he chooses to sacri- 
fice his health, or even his life. 


Devoted to the President 


"While Mr. Woodin, through his de- 


votion to his friend, the president, un- 
doubtedly would rise to such heroism, 
his family is reported to have weighed 
heavily upon him with pleas that he 
retire. 


Thoroughly modest, Mr. Woodin is 


convinced that the Treasury could 
safely be placed in other hands with- 
out danger to the republic. 


In the immediate 
situation, how- 


ever, with the president's monetary 
ejeifaimeht in Its "Intandyr ahtt With 
almost any changing factor serving to 
alter its operations, Mr. Woodin is re- 
ported willing to defer his leaving 
until time and the stars may be pro- 
pituous. 


However, it is expected in informed 


quarters that Mr. Woodin probably 
will retire after the close of the mar- 
kets at' noon next Saturday. This 
would give the stock and garin mar- 
kets, and the money markets over the 
world a full week-end to get over the 
shock of Secretary Woodin's resigna- 
tion and appointment of his successor. 


Three Classes Excluded 


No credible infromation is available 


as to the sucessor, except that those 
familiar with the president's attitude 
believe that he will select a man of 
liberal thought in financial matters, 
one in sympathy with the Roosevelt 
views on monetary issues. It is deem- 
ed certain the president has excluded 
from consideration any who might fall 
in the classifications of: Bankers, fi- 
nanciers from Wall Street or La Salle 
street; politicians.

Complex 


There are two kinds of people in the 


world-those who belittle what be- 
longs to them; and those who exag- 
gerate the importance of their own 
possessions. 


A woman \vill see a dress in a win- 


dow that she .feels she simply must 
possess. It is the prettiest dress she 
ever saw, her color, her style. She 
goes in, tries' ft on, buys it. 


But just watch her the first time 


she wears it anywhere. "Oh, Mrs. 
Smith has on red." she says to her- 
self. "Perhaps I should have bought 
red." 
Mrs. Jones has on brown, and 


Mrs. Clark white. Each dress is made 
differently from her own blue one. 
She begins to shrink inside herself. 
The dress so glamorous in the win- 
dow begins to lose its assurance on 
her. It is hers. Therefore it lacks 
importance in her eyes. Her person- 
ality has extended itself to her dress 
because she thinks herself unimport- 
ant. 


Feeling of Pride 


Now Mrs. Clark may have bought 


her dress without caring much either 
way about what she got. But once 
on, its owner began to swell with 
glory. Mrs. Clark complacently sur- 
veys herself in the long mirror and 
decides she looks better than anyone 
else at the party. Mrs. Clark is al- 
ways sure of herself; she respects and 
.ikes herself, therefore nothing can 
belong to her that isn't superlative. 
The old-fashioned furniture, the half- 
wprn car, the poor pictures on her 
walls all have a certain halo in her 
eyes. 


We always extend our personalities 


to our possessions. If we think that 
nothing of ours is important it is be- 
cause we have a naturally inferior 
feeling. 


In children .this is easy to analyze. 


Children reflect the same attitude to- 
ward their own possessions their eld- 
ers do. 


Watch Child's Reaclion 


If a mother cannot decide whether 


or not her boy or girl has any deep 
respect or confidence in himself (or 
herself) the can learn, a world about 
him by watching his reaction to his 
own possessions.

ALBANY. N. Y.—(/Pi—The old-time 


saloon and its bar are ruled out in 
Now York .state under an experiment, 
al liquor control plan announced by 
the state's "A. B. C." Board. 


After repeal New Yorkers may buy 


their Martinis only in bona fide ho- 
tels, restaurants, clubs, dining cars 
and ships. The only restaurants per- 
mitted to sell drinks are those which 
can prove that most of their receipts 
come from the sale of food. 


Sale of bottled liquor for off-prem- 


ises consumption was restricted to 
state licensed retail liquor stores—a 
modification 
of 
the 
Quebec 
plan. 


Neither groceries nor any other kind 
of store can sell liquor or wine. 
The 


only exception is in the case of large 
groceries which have room, to set up 
an exclusive wine and liquor division, 
it was explained, and 
drug 
stores 


which can sell a hafl-pint of liquor or 
a quart of wine on prescription. 


The state will collect 25 cents in lax 


on each fninrl of liquor sold, 1ft cent1! 
a quart on sparkling wiiwe, and 10 
t-r.nts a gallon on still wires.
